Permanent  baiting  of  the  banana  boats  has  again  kept  the  number  of  rodents 
found  on  bosrd  at  a  vsry  low  level*  This  coupled  with  the  r*tt -proofing  generally

Food  cargoes  ariving  at  the  port  were  varied  and  mainly  comprised 
bacon,  bananas,  canned  meats,  canned  fruits,  canned  milks  and  cr**am, 
cheese,  chocolate,  citrus  fruits,  coconuts,  fresh  eggs,  shellfish, 
liquid  frozen  egg,  adlk  powder,  lard  and  fats,  meat,  potatoes  and  poultry* 
By  far  the  greater  proportion  of  such  foodstuffs  was  imported  from 
Horthom  Ireland  and  Eire* 

Mrat,  poultry,  frozen  foods  and  some  bacon  were  shipped  in  insulated 
low  temperature  containers.  The  standard  of  transit,  storage  and 
packing  w as  generally  satisfactory*  Routine  inspections  of  imported  food

The  apparently  large  quantity  of  bananas  surrendered  Is  quite  reasonable 
when  compared  with  the  total  tonnage  of  such  fruit  arriving  at  the  port 
and  is  indicative  of  the  high  standard  set  by  the  importer*  The  meat 
found  to  be  unfit  was  stored  in  a  container  which  had  been  washed  overboard 
in  the  Irish  Cea  when  the  ship  had  been  experiencing  heavy  storm  weather* 
Camples  of  bananas,  limes  and  grapefruit  from  the  British  West  Indies 
were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  with  satisfactory  results*

During  the  year  further  quay  space  was  allocated  to  ships  berthing 
on  the  Irish  ferry  service  and  additional  cranes  erected  to  improve 
loading  and  discharging* 

One  firm  erected  a  lfrge  transit  shed  to  be  used  primarily  for 
the  storage  of  Irish  bacon,  etc*  awaiting  tr»nspO”t  out  of  the  port. 
Other  inprover.ents  were  effected  at  several  ether  transit  sheds*

Amenities  for  the  use  of  the  Dock  Labour  Force  are  poor,  in  come 
instances  to  such  an  extent  as  to  be  almost  non-existent*  Hie  'Devlin 
iieport'  on  the  Port  Transport  Industry  was  published  in  August  and  as 
s  consequence  of  ite  findings  and  recommendations  the  next  twelve  months 
should  find  considerable  improvement  in  these  amenities*  Already  plane 
are  in  hand  for  new  blocks  of  sanitary  accommodation,  personal  washing 
facilities  including  showers,  mess  rooms,  canteen  improvements,  lockers, 
drinking  water  points,  first  aid  equipment,  etc* 

Ships' refuse  is  normally  stored  on  board  and  dumped  at  sea  on 
outgoing  voyage*  The  collection  of  ferry  ships 'refuse  fro®  the  quay¬ 
side  remains  a  problem*  Bins  provided  at  various  points  are  scon  removed 
by  unauthorised  persons  and  accumulations  of  refuse  are  then  deposited 
on  the  quay*  The  services  of  the  Cleansing  Department,  who  make  a 
weekly  collection,  are  made  more  difficult  by  the  manner  in  which  refuse 
is  haphazardly  dumped.  Large  metal  containers  are  to  be  provided  in 
the  Immediate  future  which  may  alleviate  the  preset, t  unsatisfactory 
position*

On  the  1st*  July  the  Presto n  (Area  No. 9)  -Jroke  Control  Order  case 
Into  force.

These  Orders  have  enabled  the  omiaaion  of  smoke  froo  the  a&ny 
email  installations  around  the  Dock  to  be  controlled. 

Use  of  the  Corporation's  boiler house  at  the  petrol  storage  berth, 
which  could  not  have  complied  with  the  terms  of  the  Order,  was  discontinued. 
A  modern  oil  fired  installation  was  provided  by  Petrofina  Ltd.  to  provide 
the  steam  previously  purcnased  from  the  Corporation. 

British  .ail ways  use  only  diesel  locomotives  on  the  estate,  whilst 
the  dock  undertaking's  locomotives  are  fired  with  a  mixture  of  coal  and 
smokeless  fuel.  There  are  very  few  remaining  coal  burning  ships  trading 
with  the  port  and  the  problem  of  smoke  nuisance  from  this  source  has 
diminished  considerably.  The  worst  offenders  were  three  old  coal  fired 
ships  which  had  been  trading  for  a  good  number  of  years  between  Preston 
and  Belfast.  During  the  year  these  were  sent  to  the  scrap  yard  and 
replaced  by  two  modern  motor  vessels. 
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
